About the commencement of 1876 the Continental Bank Note Company

The New York Zridbune of December 20th 1876, says: ‘“ General Barber has 
adopted a change in the three cent stamp, which gives it a more artistic ap- 
pearance, the colored ground being replaced by white.” The New York 
World after announcing this essay says that other changes are probable after 
the signing of the contract of May rst, and speaks of an essay representing 
the head of Liberty designed for the 5 cent stamp for foreign correspondence, 
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The St. Louis Despatch about the same date adds that “the present 3 cent 
stamp easily cleaned will be replaced in May by a red stamp with white 
ground. 

In fact, at the time, the Continental Bank Note Company prepared the 
following essays: 

Type 58—THREE CENTS, 

Small bust of Washington in profile to left on colorless oval surrounded 
by three colored lines separated by colorless lines. Above, on a curved 
band of color with straight ends, between colorless lines ornamented 
by vertical lines in pairs, “U. S. Postage, U. S.”’ in colorless capitals. 
Below on a straight band of color bordered by colorless lines “ 7Aree Cents” 
in similar letters. There is a colored line and asecond colorless line above 
the lower label curved round like a scroll at each end. ‘The upper corners 
are ornamented by foliations and the ground below the oval bears olive 
branches, both colorless. On each side a large horizontally lined block 
bears an outline numeral “3,” and a column on each side standing on block 
supports the upper label. ‘Ihe background is horizontally lined.

Type 59—THREE CENTS. 
Same design as the last but smaller.

About the same time Messrs. Carpenter, Butler & Co., Philadelphia sub- 
mitted the following essays:

Large head of Washington in profile to the left, on an oval disk with ground 
of horizontal and diagonal lines, surrounded by a colorless line. Above “U. 
S. Postage,’ below ‘“‘7hree Cents” in colorless capitals on colored bands fol- 
lowing the line of the oval ; at each end of each band is a small oval bearing 
the colorless numeral “ 3’’ on a solid ground bordered by a colorless and fine 
colored line, Six colorless five rayed stars above, and seven below on a ver- 
tically lined ground terminated above and below and on the sides by large 
outlined scroll ornaments. Corners round. 

Plate impression, 19x24} mm. in color on a glazed chemically prepared 
white paper, unperforated. 

3 cents brown, blue, carmine. 

The same firm also submitted an entire series engraved in relief for sur- 
face printing and “ Patented.”” There are nine values and as many designs. 
Below some of the specimens in script, can be read “ Printed by 
Philadelphia.” “Patented.... .  ....."’ The rest unfortunately does not 
appear On any specimens examined, 

The general design is a large head of Washington in profile to the left on a 
colorless oval disk 14x19 mm. surrounded bya line of ornaments. A _ rec- 
tangular frame in color on which the letters and ornaments appear without 
color, 

Impression 20x25 mm. in color on white paper, unperforated and per- 
forated 12, All the values doubtless exist in all the colors named and both 
perforated and unperforated, The designs for the different values vary as 
follows:

lil. THE FIRST NEW CALEDONIAN STAMP. 


In the early days of philately this stamp was one of considerable interest, 
hardly anything of its history being known, It was of the highest degree of 
rarity, being classed with the Reunions in that respect, and specimens were 
rarely met with ; in fact, original specimens to-day are as valuable as almost 
any stamp one can mention ‘The status of those found in the average col- 
lector’s possession at the present time will be made apparent during the pro- 
gress of this compilation. 

There was much of romance associated with the unearthing of the realities 
connected with this stamp, and I have thought it not improper to go into 
both the fact and fancy, somewhat 7” exfenso, in order to present in a clear 
manner the circumstances which gave rise to the establishment of the true 
facts concerning its emission, as well as to present an instance of the 
difficulties philatelists labored under, in the days when no authoritative text 
books and literature existed to which they could refer, Information in those 
days was of the vaguest possible character, and generally of the most irres- 
ponsible; from one to another the word was passed until some one more bold 
than his fellows, stated in print what had been a subject of conversation, and, 
as a rule, eventually the truth dawned upon the world philatelic 

It was in this manner that the true facts concerning our subject were 
evolved, and we will now proceed to trace up the details presented from 
twenty to twenty-five years since, in the hope that the thrice told tale may not 
prove devoid of interest. 

The New Caledonian stamp was first prominently noticed in the S, C. JZ, 
for September, 1864, when the editor noted that a few genuine ones had been 
rummaged out of some forgotted recess, which circumstance had consider- 
ably reduced their value. 

An engraving of the stamp appeared in the October number, coupled with 
the information that it was the roughest and ugliest stamp out, that it had ap- 
peared to have established its claim to genuineness, and that it might, perhaps, 
now that it was undoubtedly genuine, become remarkably common. 

In the same number Mr. E. L. Pemberton stated that this stamp was being 
counterfeited in Hamburg. 

In the November number it was stated that a sheet or two of originals had 
been discovered which had diminished their price to a considerable degree, 
and that it was not probable that their price would therefore become much 
less than at that present time. The editor had lately seen in one of the 
choicest Parisian collections one of the original sheets for which the owner had 
paid an almost fabulous price. The purchase being noted in some of the 
French journals, in this way the information was conveyed to New Caledonia; 
and the inhabitants being thereby induced to overhaul their files of old let- 
ters, some specimens were brought to light and, as well, several sheets were 
discovered in the post office and elsewhere. ‘The December number states 
that these stamps were originally printed in sheets of 50 specimens, not one of 
the 5 being a perfect fac-simile of another. 
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The next mention of the stamp was in the S, C. AZ. for April 1866, where- 
in appeared an item to the effect that some little time back the postal em- 
ployés of Algeria were in an uproar, in consequence of the appearance upon a 
letter of a frightful looking stamp caricaturing the august face of the Emperor. 
An investigation having been set on foot the individual who had affixed this 
scandalous label was discovered, who affirmed that he had purchased it, to- 
gether with many similar others which he produced, in a French Colony 
where they were current. “he postmaster of Algeria placed the unfortunate 
in custody and sent the stamps to Paris to be laid before the authorities. 

They proved to be the impressions of New Caledonia ! 

‘This same circumstance came to the front in the columns of Le 7imbre 
Poste, for February, 1869, wherein appeared the following : About the end of 
1862 the Postmaster General, of Algeria, addressed a report to the Central 
Office at Paris, of which the following is a résumé: The regimental baggage 
masters collect the letters which soldiers in distant localities write to theit 
friends in France, Among the letters which one of these baggage-masters de- 
livered to a post-office, there happened to be one bearing two 10oc New Cale 
donia stamps. The postmaster, thinking that the stamps were false, caused 
inquiry to be made, and the sender was found and was called before the mili 
tary commandant. He declared that having served in the Marines, while on 
duty in New Caledonia he had bought a sheet at the Port de France post 
office to prepay his letters for France as far as Sydney, thence to be carried 
by the English packet, and thereupon, he produced the sheet with only a few 
stamps lacking. It was retained, and sent to the authorities at Paris in order that 
explanations might be obtained. Specimens were cut from this sheet from time 
to time and forwarded to those foreign post-offices which requested to be sup- 
plied with copies of the New Caledonia Stamp. The sheet was quite used 
up sometime prior to 1573. The correspondent of Le Zimbre Poste stated 
that he had often had opportunities of handling this sheet and that it was 
well gummed and in fine condition. ‘Thus was plainly established the fact 
that the sheets were issued gummed and the information is entirely reliable, 
considering that it came from a gentleman whose official position was a guar 
antee of its correctness. 

Coming back to the S. C, M., the next mention we find of our subject is in 
the number for November, 1866, wherein it is stated that photographs of the 
entire sheet of New Caledonias were being sold by Parisian dealers; that it 
was an excellent copy and that collectors who were unable to procure the 
valuable originals (or rather the original reprints) to fill the space allotted to 
them in Lallier’s album, would do well to occupy it with this photograph. 
The gloss on the paper would enable the merest tyro to distinguish the pho 
tograph at sight, the imitation being in all other respects excellent. 

I can find no other mention of this stamp for nearly two years, until, in fact, 
June, 1868, in which month appeared the tollowing romance in the S. C. AZ. 
which really was the means of clearing up the surroundings of the New Cale- 
donia, The S. C. . copied from the Queen, a letter signed “ Wild Hunter,” 
of which the following is the gist, the object being to throw discredit upon 
the stamp : Wild Hunter started off by stating that many still pinned their 
faith upon the genuineness of the New Caledonia; that he knew an Italian 
Officer who had in his collection the entire sheet, for which he gave a large price; 
and that he had a specimen himself which he retained simply as a curiosity 
having no doubt but that it was a humbug. He then translates an 
from the Briefmarken Sammler of which a summary follows : 

The stamp bears on the face of it the proof of falsity: First, because it is 
lithographed, a mode that opens the door to endless varieties of forgeries;

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Second, because the fifty impressions differed one from another, a most un- 
heard of thing. Then the question is asked : Is it probable, or even possible, 
that any government could think of putting into circulation a stamp which is 
engraved in fifty different variations, and of which no one could know what 
the original was like? Fortunately this reproach could be cast upon no 
government; for even M. Oscar Bergen-Levrault dates the existance of this 
stamp since 1852, but before 1853 no French Government existed in New 
Caledonia. Finally, from communications received, neither the general post 
office direction in Paris, nor any one on the island itself, was ever aware of 
the official existence of the stamp in question, so that according to all appear- 
ance, the value of this stamp was simply owing to a successful mystification, 
and the stamp was purely traditionary. 

A succeeding number of the &. S. presents a letter from a subscriber, signed 
quite appropriately “ B. S.,’’ which is now presented in an abridged form, all 
the salient points of the fairy tale being preserved: 

‘The information I communicate has been received from one who was form- 
erly a very zealous interceder in favor of this stamp. ‘The curious part is 
that the stamp is really the offspring of New Caledonia ; its origin is to be 
traced to the following incident: A merchant captain from Marseilles who 
was in the habit of putting in at various harbors in the Pacific ocean, had, 
previous to this period, received from collectors commissions to procure vari- 
ous postage stamps in circulation in those regions. 

As the passion for collecting increased he ventured to bring some with him 
on his own account; the sale of these was entrusted to his wife in Marseilles. 
‘The business seems to have been profitable, for the captain, finding himself 
necessitated to stay longer than was his wont at Port Prince, induced a clever 
but starving lithographer there to manufacture for him the New Caledonian 
Stamp. On his return to France the Captain goes very cautiously to work ; 
he knows what a treasure he has in his possession but has no idea of squan- 
dering it lightly. 

He was well known as a purveyor of foreign stamps and thus he succeed- 
ed in-deceiving a great number of collectors and dealers. ‘The provision 
he brought with him can have been by no means scanty; as, even after his 
death, his widow continued the sale of the stamp, and succeeded in entang- 
ling many German dealers in, for her, very advantageous exchange negotia- 
tions, 

The relation of these circumstances is grounded upon the admissions of 
the Captain’s widow, which she made when it was pointed out to her in what 
mystery the existence of the stamp was shrouded and how completely its 
official circulation was ignored by the authorities. 

“Wild Hunter,” then reiterates his belief (based upon the preceding nar- 
ration) in the falsity of the stamp and gracefully retires from view. 

In the July number is an able article from M. Bergen-Levrault, who was an 
authority in those days, in which he expressed his astonishment at the article 
signed “Wild Hunter,” and states among other things the following: ‘he 
stamps of New Caledonia were designed on stone by a sub-officer of the 
Marines and lithographed at Port de France by order of the Governor of the 
Colony. ‘Their principal employment was to pay the postage, from Port de 
France to Sydney, of the letters from New Caledonia, which, on their arrival 
at Sydney, were handed over by the French Consul to the New South Wales 
post office. 

On leaving Sydney the letters were franked: 
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1st—By means of a New Caledonia stamp of 10 centimes representing the 
rate to Sydney. 

2d—By means of New South Wales stamps, for the amount of postage from 
Sydney to destination. 

He, himself, received in 1860, two letters, which were addressed to him 
direct from Port de France by a lieutenant in the French imperial navy and 
which were franked in this manner. Upon each he found, together with a 
10c. of New Caledonia’a pale-red one shilling of New South Wales. 

It is well to note here that his statement is confirmed by a writer in the 
December number of the .S. C. JZ, who states that he has a copy, obliterated, 
used in conjunction with the New South Wales stamps. 

M. Berger-Levrault goes on to state that the two copies he referred to, 
together with two other copies received about the same time by friends of his, 
were, at the time of writing, still in his collection and that his copies were not 
obliterated, but that copies were known cancelled with the letters “ P.F.”’ 

He was, furthermore, in a position to explain the suppresion of these stamps, 
which took place in 1861, He was in Paris that year during the months of 
April and May and had occasion to see, at the General Post Office, the head 
of the postage stamp department, to whom he described in general conversa- 
tion, the stamp of New Caledonia, with the existence of which he was not 
previously acquainted. It was upon seeing M. Berger-Levrault’s copies that 
the General Post Office decided that the New Caledonian officials had ex- 
ceeded their powers in emitting a postage stamp without permission having 
first been granted by the Central Administration, and that the stamp ought 


to be suppressed. ‘This decision was carried into effect during the year 1861, 
and the stamp replaced by the well known series with eagle in centre, in use 
in all the French colonies. 


These discussions brought out an authoritative and particular statement in 
Le Timbrophile of October, 1868, from which the following is extracted: 

When postage stamps became a want in New Caledonia, the governor ad- 
dressed himself to a Sergeant in the little garrison, named Triquéra. After a 
rather long search, Sergeant Triquéra found, at eight or nine kilometres, 
from Noumea, near Pont des Francais, a grey limestone, bluish, soft, slightly 
clayish, and of a fine grain, which, in default of a better, might be used a 
a lithographic stone. ‘lhe discovery of this stone was made in 1857, In 1858 
appeared the first numbers of the journal of the island, which we ought to 
add, are nearly illegible. ‘Ihe stamps also left much to be desired as works 
of art, having been engraved with the point of a pin on a little stone which 
contained one hundred (query, should this not be fifty ?) and from this caus 
were all different; moreover, it should be remarked that Sergeant Triquéra 
had not the wherewithal to transfer the design to other stones, and so if on 
stone did not succeed, there were months of delay, and of work to perform 
over againin obtaining another from the district, and in recovering the 
design which had been adopted for this stamp—a design which was an un- 
couth copy of the 1oc. stamp in use in France. 

After making all deductions, however, the stamps were, it must be admitted, 
much better than the island journal which appeared about the same time, 
and they served from 1858 to the commencement of 1860, since which the 
French Colonial stamp with eagle has replaced them. Sergeant Triquéra, 
when he had finished his term of service, took his discharge in the colony, 
and remained there as a lithographer, until bad health caused him to leave 
for France, but he could not support the voyage, and died en route. After 
his death, which took place in 1866, an inventory was made, such as is always 
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taken of the goods of passengers dying on board of government vessels, and 
among his effects were found a large number of sheets of the old 1oc. stamps, 
which he probably expected to sell upon his arrival in France ; for he had 
probably heard of the famous sale in Paris, at the price of tooo francs ($200) 
of one entire sheet, a sale which had rendered celebrated the postage stamp 
merchant of the Rue des Cannettes. 

The heirs in France of the late lithographer, Triquéra, had had the stones 
reprinted from by him before his departure from the colony. ‘lhese are the 
reprints which for some time past have made their appearance in the market, 
and are offered by a person at Marseilles to all the dealers in Europe and 
America, and it is this which has given occasion for the statement of ‘ Wild 
Hunter,” who sees in the matter nothing but the dishonest speculation of the 
Captain of the Marseilles vessel. 

I presume that the stamps at present easily obtainable, and which may be 
had for one dollar each, are these reprints. If so, the lamented Triquéra must 
have had a trunk full of them, if in 23 years time they have advanced in 
value so little. Perhaps the original stone has fallen into the hands of one 
who has due regard for philatelic demands and cheerfully complies there- 
with.

NoTre—Mr. Corwin draws a rather singular conclusion here. To our mind the most 
probable explanation of the sheets found in Mr. Triquéra’s effects is that they were the 
remainder of the stamps, remaining in the hands of the Post Office when the sale of the 


lithographed stamp was stopped. If reprinting had been indulged in why do neither Moens 
nor Maury mention it ?—[THE PUBLISHERS. ] 


HUNGARIAN POST CARDS. 

The Postal and Railway Department of the Hungarian Ministry has 
taken acurious step in a business direction. It offers to sell postal cards 
with trade advertisements for one kreutzer each—that is, half the price of 
common postal cards. The transaction has the following explanation: 
Any would-be advertiser must order no fewer than 50,000 postal cards and 
pay full price for them, that is, two kreutzers, to the postal authority, who 
will print his advertisement, not exceeding the third part of the back of 
the card, without any further charge, at the Hungarian Government 
printing office at Budapest. The cost of the printing is got out of the one 
kreutzer, and the cards are afterwards sold to the public.— Zhe Post Card. 


CARD TELEGRAMS. 


A new scheme of card telegrams is being tried in Hungary for use in 
districts having a post office, but without a telegraphic service. Cards sold 
at the post office at the price of thirty-five kreutzer for five words, excess to 
be paid for by-additional postage stamps, to be affixed at the corner of the 
card. ‘The telegram can be put in any letter-box, and is forwarded to the 
nearest telegraph office, and from there it is despatched without further de- 
lay or charge. It is not sv generally known to the public as it might be, 
that in England telegrams can be posted at any pillar box and will be sent 
on from the nearest telegraph office. Some such scheme of special forms 
for this purpose, in the shape of card telegrams, might render this of greater 
practical utility, and the example of Hungary is worthy of the attention of 
the post office authorities in our own country.— 7he Post Card. 
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A ROUMANIAN SWINDLER. 
Le Timbre Poste, April 1880. 


In some of our previous numbers we stated that the Inspector General of 
the Treasury Department declared counterfeit the stamps printed on vari- 
ous colors of paper. Itappearsthat Mr. Moroiu, who sent them to us, ac- 
knowledged having colored them. At the same time the /ndependence 
Roumanie of the 22d of March brings the news of Mr. Moroiu’s arrest. 

We reprint the article without comment: 

“Counterfeit post stamps. Yesterday a grave charge was made at the 
Prefecture of Police. It stated that in the heart of the city there was a 
manufactory of counterfeit postage stamps. 

The name of the denounced counterfeiter was Moroiu, a retired captain. 

Colonel Algier, Prefect of Police, immediately detailed Mr. Carlova, 
superintendent of police, to investigate the matter and discover whether 
there was any foundation for the charges. Mr. Carlova, after some pre- 
liminary inquiries, became convinced that something crooked was going on 
at the residence of Captain Moroiu, he informed Messrs. Boldur-Voinesco, 
District attorney, and Papp, Indicting Judge, and the three went to Mr. 
Moroiu’s residence. 

At the first search they found a large quantity of unused stamps, Captain 
Moroiu being questioned as to these, replied that he was a great collector 
of stamps, and that he sold these immediately to collectors in Roumania and 
elsewhere, and if they appeared tobe new it was caused by his coloring 
them. 

The magistrates confiscated the stamps and immediately repaired to the 
Post office and the Mint, where the stamps are printed. At the printing 
office they were informed that the stamps were not counterfeit, but that 
their colors had been altered. 

However, in the evening, another person advised Mr. Carlova to pursue 
his investigations, assuring him that in a certain place which he mentioned, 
he would find a large quantity of cuts from which not only Roumanian but 
also foreign stamps were made. Messrs. Papp, Boldur-Valesco and Car- 
lova went to the place indicated, this morning, and found over 200 of such 
cuts. In fact there was one for the manufacture of Buenos Ayres stamps, 

Captain Moroiu thus taken in flagrante delicto, made a full confession. 
He was imprisoned at Vacarlste. 

There are anumber of confederates in this affair, in fact, a high official 
of the post office is mentioned. 

We will keep our readers well informed of t 
which promises a great scandal.” 

We regret that the court could not at the same time seize the plates from 
which the early Roumanian stamp of 27, 54, 81 and 108 paras, those which are 
usually found on letters or scraps and the Philatelic Society of Bulgaria de- 
clared genuine, were printed.

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THE GREAT STAMP EXHIBITION. 





The exhibition which has just come to a successful conclusion at the Eden 
Musée, is well entitled to the prefix great—for it was the largest and most 
nearly complete collection of postage stamps ever placed on public exhibi- 
tion, and with one or two exceptions, the only opportunity the general public 
have had of examining a filled stamp album. Twice before stamps have 
been on public view in this country. First, a practically complete collection 
shown by Mr. J. W. Scott at the Centennial Exhibition in Philadelphia, 1876. 
Second, the valuable stamps of the members of the A. P. A., shown at the 
last annual convention in Boston. 

This much for stamp exhibitions in general. 

To return to the great exhibition, much has already been written about it, 
both in these pages, the philatelic press and the New York daily papers, and 
from them copied into newspapers the world over. Extracts showing the 
light in which it was viewed by the principal dailies of New York are 
annexed. 

The inception of the idea and the first steps in the enterprise are well 
known to our readers. The elegant sa/on in which the gems were displayed 
has been pictured and is now shown with the cases of stampsin place. The 
difficulties placed in the way-of the Committee were many, principally con- 
nected with the dilatory action of some of the exhibitors, which also accounts 
for the poor way in which a few countries were represented. Again the ex- 
pense was much greater than had been expected, the glass covering the 
stamps costing nearly two hundred dollars. The Committee had hoped to 
conduct the enterprise to a successful termination without calling on the 
allied societies to make up a deficit; under these circumstances, Mr. J. W. 
Scott volunteered to write a catalogue briefly describing the stamps of all 
the countries shown, for the use and instruction of the general public and 
valuable as a souvenir to all visitors. 

The catalogue was entirely outside the original scope of the exhibition 
and was simply an afterthought to make both ends meet. The forty-four 
pages were written and printed in less than two weeks, which will account 
for the few mistakes which have been noticed. The names of a few of the 
principal works of the writer which are noted on the title page, were placed 
there so that the catalogue could be identified as the work of a well known 
author, and thus be useful as a text book to the daily papers, for which pur- 
pose it was freely used by review writers in the secular press. The initial 
letters of most of the societies of which the author is a member were added 
for the same reason. The catalogue, with all its faults, accomplished the 
objects for which it was intended, and turned a threatened deficit into a 
respectable cash balance on the right side of the ledger. 

Turning over the pages of the catalogue which is the official guide, we 
find that thirty-one gentlemen exhibited the stamps of one hundred and 
sixty-two countries, the subsidiary states in all cases being reckoned as part 
of one country, thus: 

Antioquia, Bolivar, Cundinamarca, Magdalena, Panama, Santander and 
Tolima are all counted as one country under the head of the United States 
of Colombia; this should be understood, because a simple list of the number 
of countries exhibited by any amateur, does not faithfully represent the 
amount of work done forthe exhibition. This will be noticed in the work 
of the different societies. 
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Brooklyn Philatelic Club, g members exhibited 43 countries on 107 sheets.

All the above named gentlemen did well and deserve the thanks of the 
stamp collecting community, and if some did better than others, it was sim- 
ply because they had larger collections to draw from. 

It was originally expected that every member of the three societies would 
exhibit three countries complete, all could have done this without difficulty, 
but when it came to the final test the hundred and fifty dwindled down to 
thirty-one given above, and on some half dozen of this number devolved the 
task of supplying deficiencies and saving the enterprise from failure; under 
these circumstances it would not be fair to criticise the large exhibits or to 
disparage the small ones, nevertheless attention is called to all noteworthy 
features of the show taking the stamps in the order in which they were hung. 

Unirep States.—Many great rarities are here shown including the Balti- 
more adhesives on bluish paper, almost unique, (that on white paper of whic’ 
some dozen specimens are known being absent), the envelope of which but two 
or three specimens are known, was represented by the finest example; the same 
can be said of the Millbury; the New Haven unique; the Brattleboro with 
makers, name below, unique,as far as known although a fabled one is supposed 
to exist.in some collection. ‘The 20 cent St. Louis, the gem of the entire ex- 
hibition, and a much better authenticated stamp than are half the rarities, but 
with them labors under the disadvantage of being doubted by all collectors 
who have not succeeded in obtaining aspecimen. The buff New York and the 
24, 30 and goc, 1860, unperforated, are other cases in point. The superb 
block of 1869 24c. with inverted centre are well worthy of notice. The 
local stamps are certainly the finest lot of these interesting stamps that have 
ever been gotten together. ‘The Confederate States locals contain some 
gems, but the exhibitor’s well known doubts concerning many catalogued 
varieties prevented him making the collection as full as it might have been 
if entrusted to other hands. ‘The toc. red, head of Davis, has been known 
to advanced collectors and catalogued at least a dozen years ago and never 
doubted, until a few turned up unused some two years since which of course 
alters the case for all who do not possess specimens, in fact, it is a case of 
the “envelope syndicate” over again. 

British GuIANA is the next country to call forth special remark, and al- 
though not perfect, was at the time the best set in the country. 

Cape oF Goop Hore.—Under this head was exhibited the only pair of 
wood block errors in the country and also the errors of surcharged three 
pence. 

FINLAND is well represented, beautiful specimens of the 5 and rok en- 
velopes on blue paper being shown.

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FRENCH CoLonties,—The bewildering mass of surcharges on French stamps 
which make up the issues for the French possessions, for colonies they are 
not, are well represented, while the beautiful pair of Reunion Isles will 
amply repay for the lack of a few surcharged varieties. ‘The Guadeloupe 
40c. unpaid to which attention has been called, is certainly genuine not- 
withstanding the beautiful attachment in the shape of a fairy tale which has 
been floated after it. 

Mauritrius.—This is,another noteworthy exhibit although lacking the 
“post office ’’ stamps. 

Mexico is a case of an interesting country well illustrated, the unique 
Guadalajara 2 reales 1867, printed on olive green, surface paper, appears to 
to have escaped the notice of the critics. 

PERU is another very fine selection including a used Pacific Steam Nav. 
Co., blue, beautifully postmarked with date. 

Spain.—Always interesting to stamp collectors, was here shown to per- 
fection. 

UnitrepD STATES OF CoLomBIA.—This fine set although noteworthy in itself 
was overlooked in the general admiration bestowed on the mounting, which 
was in curved and interlaced lines on large sheets of card framed in old 
oak in the form of a screen, and does the owner, Henry Clotz, great credit

My Dear Sir—In the April number of your valuable journal in a foot 
note to one of Mr. Corwin’s “‘ Dreamland Fantasies” you make the state- 
ment that in my ‘ list of locals’ published in Mr. Sterling’s sixth edition, | 
catalogued an issue of locals for Gaff, Fleischmann & Co. 

I would say that all who have read my list have not done it in as rapidly 
a manner as the editor, and did not make the error of taking it for granted 
that the writer did not know the G. F. & Co’s yellow label when he saw it. 


What I did catalogue as will be seen by a reference to page 16 of Sterl- 
ing’s list is a Boyd Post Card similar to those issued for the “ Importer’s & 
Trader’s National Bank,” which card was distributed throughout the cities 
of New York, Brooklyn and Jersey City, to bakeries, hotels, etc., and con- 
tained the advertisement of Gaff Fleischmann & .Co., and served to intro- 
duce the compressed yeast that they had commenced to manufacture in the 
United States. 

Mr. Editor, all the writer desires, is for the fact to be known that Black- 
ham did issue or Gaff, Fleischmann & Co. caused to be printed, certain 
slips of thin card with their advertisement on and a Boyd stamp of the 
Mercury type that pre-paid the delivery per Boyd’s Dispatch throughout 
the city. 

Unfortunately, I have not one of the specimens to exhibit, but my friend 
the late Harry M. Graft did have in his first collection several of these 
cards. 

Fleischmann & Co., successors to the original firm, have a remembrance 
as to form of advertising but Mr. Blackham has either forgotten of the issue 
or was unwilling to impart the knowledge of the issue. I have made dili- 
gent search to secure a specimen for illustration, but have been unable 
to find a collector who had preserved one, probably the nature of the card 
being that of a circular most were destroyed, or some old employee is 
holding any remainders if there be any for future use.

NOTES. 

Our correspondent, an official at St. John’s, Antigua, informs us that the 
1p revenue surcharged “ postage ”’ is a fraud. 

Another correspondent in the West Indies writes that the Jamaica telegraph 
stamps were never receivable for postage. 

Fraups MutripLy.—We have just been informed that the British Guiana 
72c Revenue stamp used for postage, is afraud. The Postmaster General of 
British Guiana told our informant that he allowed the clerks in the Post 
Office to cancel a few specimens as an accommodation to a foreign gentleman 
traveling in that country. This gentleman evidently did not know the differ- 
ence between a postal cancellation and a stamp used postally, 


The Jil. Brief{marken Journal claims that the Great Britain, 1884, 1sh green 
surcharged “ Gov’ Parcels” and chronicled in our April number is to be 
added to the already long list of frauds and humbugs. We fear that before 
long we will have to open a new department in our journal, viz: Frauds. 

[t would be a very good thing if the manufacturers of these frauds could 
be exposed; if this could be done this fraudulent surcharging would soon 
cease, 

The Bavaria unpaid letter stamps are now perforated 14%. 

The stamp we chronicled in our April number as having been issued by 
the native state of Nandode, seem to belong to Rajpeepla, according to 
Mr. Rodet, the celebrated Orientalist. 
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Notwithstanding the assertion of several of our contemporaries, it seems 
pretty certain that the Formosa stamps are really issued by the Formosa 
Post Office. Dr. Legrand has written a very interesting article on the sub- 
ject. 


The jubilee number of the “Wederlandsch Tydschrift voor Postsegelkunde,”’ 
has reached us and contains some good articles by Messrs. Dr.Alfred Mosch- 
kau, Dr. Jur P. Kloss, Dr. J. A. Legrand, and other well known Philatelists. 
The new issues are illustrated intheir original colors; it is an interesting 
number, of very fine appearance, and shows the enterprise of the club by 
which it is edited. 

Scott’s catalogue of the Eden Musée exhibition speaks of the picture on 
the Honduras stamps as being that of President de Soto. One of our 
Central American friends informs us that it is the portrait of Francisco 
Morazan, who was president of the republic of Central America in 1830. 
He was exiled im 1840 and executed in 1842. 


We have in our possession a letter from Trinidad dated ‘20 November 
1852,” prepaid with an unsevered pair of blue lithographed stamps, which 
until now have been catalogued asthe product of the year 1856. 

This opens another interesting inquiry. Among all the blue engraved 
stamps without value that we have had, we have never found one that in 
our opinion was on really white paper. Therefore, as these lithographic, 
stamps are now proven to have been issued in 1852, and used as late as 1856 
is it not a fair assumption that the blue (6d) was never issued on white 
paper. We shall be pleased to receive further information on this subject.
